Campus  Survey  Being  Taken

Work  is  progressing  on  a survey  to  find  the  number  of  students 
belonging  to  organizations,  the  number  belonging  to  two  or  more 
organizations  and  the  number  not  belonging  to  any  organization 
on  the  Brigham  Young  University  campus. 

According  to  Arlen  Jenkins.  Pendleton,  Ore.,  chairman  of  the 
group  conducting  the  service,  the  biggest  hindrance  to  the  rapid 
completion  of  the  task  is  lack  of  support  from  campus  organiza- 
1 tions.  Only  31  of  the  107  organi-

vey until  all  lists  are  in. 

The  31  organizations  which 
have  submitted  lists  have  a total 
membership  of  1,369  students, 
but  a large  percentage  of  these 
are  duplications,  said  Mr.  Jen- 
kins. 

The  survey  was  initiated  by 
the  Student  Government  Investi- 
gating committee.  Results  will 
be  used  to  guide  the  committee 
in  efforts  to  reorganize  the  stu- 
dent representative  system.  It 
will  also  be  used  by  various 
other  groups.
